Lindon, Jan. 21.—The German air­ 
ships, for they are thus described by 
the German official report, which paid 
u four hours' visit to the coast towns 
of Norfolk, dropped twenty or more 
bombs. 
T he raiders’ missiles killed 
four persons. Injured ten or more 
others ami did considerable dam age 
to property. 
The report that a fifth 
person, a soldier, had been 
killed, 
proved Incorrect.. 
Yarmouth 
and 
King's Lynn, 
the 
largest towns 
visited, 
suffered 
the 
heaviest damage. 
Eight bombs were 
dropped in tho form er town, one of 
them killing an old m an and an old 
woman, 
injuring 
three 
others 
aud 
smashing every window within a ru 
dias of several hundred yards, 
In King's Lynn u woman and a boy 
were killed by bombs, which demol­ 
ished a row of cottages. 
The aircraft also visited Cromer, 
which, however, was 
not 
attacked; 
Hherlngbam, where four bombs were 
dropped; Deraingham, Grlmston, Snot* 
tisham and Heachnm, each of which 
received one missile. 
What composed the raiding fleet is 
still a m atter of discussion. 
Major 
Asterlee, who com mands the national 
reserve ut King s Lynn, says that as 
a result of informstion received by 
him ho will report officially that one I 
of the latest Zeppelin dirigibles took j 
part. 
Some persons declare they saw 
huge airships, but others assert only 
aeroplanes and seaplanes participated. 
Aeronautical 
experts 
are 
of 
the 
opinion, from the size of the bombs 
dropped (weighing from sixty to one 
bundled pounds each) that airships 
Of the small nonrigid Barsefal type 
were employed and as the German of­ 
ficial account refers to "airships,” it

They can be built more quick­ 
ly than Zeppelins, but are slower and 
carry less ammunition.

However, the women who are work- 
iug for suffrage gain some satisfaction 
from the fact that times change.

congreas would have n majority will­ 
ing to pass a law making the national 
capital dry .

It Is u machine for Inter­ 
communication in oftlcoe or factories. 
There is no mechanical contrivance 
to manipulate. 
You touch a b utton 
and y our stenographer's voice answers 
out of the air, If it is tho stenographer 
you have called. 
The "master station," as It la called, 
contains In small compass an extraor­ 
dinarily sensitive transmitter and a 
loud-speaking receiver. 
Hanging at 
tho shle of the b ox is an ear-plece 
receiver also, and on Ik« * front are 
mounted a numb er of simple electric 
switches and signals, tho terminals of 
conceal» *] wires running to the desks 
of the different memb er» of y our staff. 
The "sub -station» ’' on each of these 
d« eks consist of a transmitter and un 
ear-ple<e receiver. 
At the stenogra­ 
pher's stations the ear-plece may b e 
h« dd against the ear b y a head-hand, 
11 ko that used b y telephone operators 
so as to leave b oth hand* free to man­ 
age note b ook and pencil. 
Any person using the machine can 
give orders to several departments at 
once, that is, simultaneously ; or the 
utmost secrecy can he secured b y a 
simple adjustment. 
One can dictate 
aloud In one room and the dictation 
b o taken In another, and tho dictator 
can, If desired, walk up and down. 
He need not b o seated at his desk 
The loud-voice receiver catches and 
transmits every word. 
The apparatus 
already has b een adopted b y a num­ 
b er of prominent New York b usinea*> 
houses.—Van Norden Magazine.

Many friends of the woman suffrage 
movement, even ttiose who huve been 
voting for tile amendment, constantly 
tell those woiaeu that their efforts in 
W ashington are wasted am! that their 
only hope is to make the contest In tile 
various states. 
But the women will 
not believe this, and they continue to 
fight for tile constitutional amend­ 
m ent 


C o n d itio n s C h a n g e W ith Time. 
However, the women who are work­ 
ing for suffrage gain some satisfaction 
from the fact that times change. 
No 
one tw enty years Hgo would have 
dreamed that it was imsnlhle to secure 
a majority for national prohibition In 
the house of representatives.

congress would have a majority will­ 
ing to pass a law making the national 
capital dry. 
It is also possible that 
such changes will occur as to woiuau 
suffrage. 
Astute and Classical.

There it no aucb thing as a perfect 
niill fouling composition, nn«l probably 
there never will be. 
By “antl-fouiiug” we mean n oolu 
tfon which, applied to the Imtfofn of a 
ship, will keep her clean for nn Indefl* 
ttH «* period. 
True, ve«*«eh can now keep the »«»a 
for m«mths on « rid without getting foal 
enough to seriously «llmlnHh 
their 
KfK'ed, but in the long run their t»»t 
tom» Yw-eoii)«* weed grown, nnd they 
rire obllg«*d to go into dry dock nnd lie 
scrape«! and cleaned and repainted. 
In old days, when warships were no 
larger than the ateam launches which 
now hang bn a Dread nought’s davits, 
the seamen did this work themselves 
They ran the galley on b* some con 
vcnlent bea« h, hauled her out, tlpp«»«l 
her on oue slfle on the sand, scrap«*«! 
her nnd caulked her seams. 
Even In the eighteenth century Cap 
tain Cook “careened” his v«*sst*l In n 
tidnl creek on the Australian coast and 
did necessary repairs. 
The enormous 
warships of today require very differ 
cut handling, nnd It Is for their use 
that do« kyardn are fltte«! with "dry” 
or "graving” docks «if vo»t dlinen 
sions. 
A drydock Is n huge basin excavated 
In the ground. 
It is lined ilrnt with 
masonry of immense thickness, and 
this In turn Is coated with thousands 
of t**ns of com-retc. 
The Arst great requisite of n dry 
dock Is to lie dry, nnd as it is always 
cut in low, swampy ground, with the 
bottom far lielow low tide mark, this 
Is the great difficulty before Its build 
era. 
The liottnm Is quite Ant 
The sides 
run up in steps enormous steps, each 
about n yard high, not the sort of stair 
case to run down In n h urrf 
These steps arc known as "altars,” 
nnd they have two sepnrnto purposes - 
first for supporting the workmen’s 
scaffolds, the second and more Impor­ 
tant for the fixing of tin? "shores.’* 
Shores nr«> the great balks of tim ber 
which hold a vessel upright in drydock 
A drydock does net usually open 
stroiglif out of the s««n or hnrbor. More 
often there is a wet «lock between. 
The reasons are that n vessel can then 
be docked at any state of tin* tide nnd 
also that there is less pressure on the 
great w atertight gates of th© drydock. 
The actual process ««f «locking in dry­ 
dock is simple enough 
Th© drydock 
Is Ailed with water, the ship Is AoateI 
In. the gates close behind her; then the 
w ater is pumped out by means of pow­ 
erful steam pumps. 
Along the bottom of the do«»k runs In 
n straight line a row of keel blocks on 
which the keel of the Vessel rests. 
As 
the w ater is pumped away an arm y of 
workmen fix the shores in position. 
This la n task which requires great 
cur«». Not so very long ago nn 8,000 ton 
cruiser which was being drydocked at 
one of the southern dockyards In Eng 
land mus so carelessly shored up that 
she slipped and toppled over. 
Tho damage was appalling. The hull 
of tho ship was badly Injured. 
It cost 
many thousands of pounds to repair 
her. 
There are also floating graving docks. 
There Is «mo at Portsm outh with nn 
area of two and one quarter acres and 
a lifting capacity of 22.000 tons. 
It is 
700 feet long aud 144 feet wide, 
lbs 
cost was £204,000. 
The beauty of a floating dock is that 
if a vessel la badly damaged the dock 
can go to tho ship instead of the ship 
to tho dock. Also even if tho ship is 
heeling over, so that she could not he 
passe«! through the gate» of a atone 
dock, the floating dock can take her. 
The floating dock is simply a large 
cradle built In a series of w atertight 
com partm ents which can be tilled or 
emptied at w ill It was invented by 
George Rennie in ISOd. By means of 
a floating dock a largo warship can bo 
raised high nnd dry within three hours. 
Aboard, life go«»s ou as usual, while 
the sailors’ floating homo stands shored 
up In dry dock. Her decks are Just 
about level with the top of the sides, 
but between them and firm ground 
yawns a chasm at least forty feet deep. 
During wartim e the work of clean­ 
ing and repainting tho under part of 
the hull goes on night and day, and a 
job that usually takes a fortnight may 
Ik* completed within four or even three 
days.—Pearson’s Weekly.

Tonawanda Corn Drying. 
There are 500 inhabitants on the 
Tonawanda Imlian 
Reservation 
in 
western New York. 
Though divided 
by clearly defined party lines 
Into 
Christlau» and lMgans they retain In 
common many 
of 
their 
ancertors’ 
prim itive customs, a very conspicu­ 
ous custom being the 
annual 
corn 
drying. 
In th«* Indian's style of expression, 
says Country Life in America, "the 
corn drying season' opens during the 
harvest time and closes just before 
th«» period when th© flrstfall of snow 
is anticipated.” 
By braiding the husks which are 
not deta«hed from the cobs several 
ears of corn are firmly Bffpured in a 
cluster. 
Then n«*ur to 
the, houses 
and huts the corn clusters are closely 
strung on cross pel«*« and the branches 
of trees. 
Sun and wind do the rest. 
When the drying is over the ears are 
taken down and stored. 
Instead of being ground the corn is 
pulverized by means of a crude wood­ 
en m ortar and pestle—but in the In­ 
dian tongue both of these implements 
have the same name. Only a sufficient 
quantity of corn for immediate use 
is pulverized at a time, and it Is then 
slftetd through fine selves. 
Hominy 
is made of the hard flint corn and 
flour of the white squaw corn. 
The 
success of the pulverizing and sifting 
processes depends very much 
upon 
the corn being properly dried,

Work was again stopped on the 
railroad within a few hours 
Then a deep hole was made In the 
earth far under the dam. The beavers 
were much puzzled. 
Never before bad 
they seen water go down Into Ute 
ground and come tip far away. 
But 
they lent their whole attention to the 
problem, and the work on the railroad 
was again stopped as a consequence 
and the foundations soaked with wa­ 
ter.

AERIAL TR E8PA 88 LAWS. 


California May be the First to Have 
Them In City Ordinance Form. 
A LADY AND A BABY 


- Where the Largest Warships Can 
Be Repaired In Safety. 


HUGE BASINS OF CONCRETE. 


Into These the Vessels Are Floated and 
Shored Up as the G ates Are Closed 
and the W ater Pum ped O ut—Floating 
Docks and How They Are Used. 


There Is no such thing as a perfect 
anti fouling composition, and probably 
there never will tx*. 
By “auti-foiilliig’’ we mean a solo 
tion which, applied to the bottom of a 
ship, will keep her clean for an indefi­ 
nite period. 
True, vessels can now keep the sea 
for months on end without getting foul 
enough to seriously diminish 
their 
speed, but iii the long run their bot­ 
toms become weed grown, and they 
are obliged to go into drydock and be 
scraped and cleaned and repainted. 
In old clays, when warships were no 
larger thaji the steam launches which 
now hang on a Dreadnought's davits. 
the seamen did this work themselves, 
They ran Ale gnlley on to some con* 
venlent beach, hauled her out, tipped 
ber on one side on the sand, scraped 
lier and caulked her seams. 
Even in tile eighteenth century Cap 
fain Cook “careened" Ids vessel in a 
tidal creek on the A list rn Ila ii const and 
did necessary repairs. 
The enormous 
warships of today require very differ 
n it handling, and it ta for their use 
that dockyards nre fitted with “dry" 
OI 
“graving" docks of vast dim* n 
Biont. 
A drydock is a butt* basin excavated 
In the ground. 
It is lined fir^t with 
masonry of immense thickness, and 
this lit turn Is coated w it Ii thousands 
of tons of concrete. 
The first great requisite of a dry 
dock Is to be dry, and as it is always 
cut in low, swampy ground, with th'* 
bottom far below low tide mark, this 
Is the great difficulty before Its build 
era. 
The bottom Is quite fiat. 
The aides 
j'uii tip iii steps enormous steps, cadi 
about a yard high. not the sort of stair 
case to run down Iii n hurry. 
These steps are known as “altars," 
and they have two separate purposes— 
first b r supporting the workmen’s 
scaffolds, the second and mon* Impor­ 
tant for the fixing of the “shores'." 
Hhores arc the great balks of timber 
which hold a vessel upright in drydock 
A drydock does md usually open 
straight out of the Sea or harlmr. More 
oft en there Is a wet dock between. 
The reasons are that a vessel can then 
be docked at any state of the tide and 
also that there Is le-« pressure on tin* 
grent watertight gates of the drydock. 
The actual process of docking In dry­ 
dock Is simple enough 
The drydock 
Is filled with wnfer, the ship 1h flea to I 
In, the gates close behind her; then the 
water is pumped out by means of jh)w* 
et'ful steam pumps. 
Along tin* bottom of the dock runs in 
a straight line a row of keel blocks on 
which the keel of the Vessel rests, 
As 
the water Im pumped away an army of 
workmen fix the shores In position, 
This is a task which requires great 
care. Not so very long ago an 8,0(1) ton 
cruiser which was being dry docked at 
one of the southern dockyards in Eng­ 
land was so carelessly shored np that 
aho slipped and toppled over. 
Tho damage was appalling. The hull 
of the ship was badly injured. 
It cost 
mony thousands of pounds to repair 
her. 
There nre nlso Moating graving docks, 
There Is one at Portsmouth with an 
area of two and one quarter acres and 
a lifting capacity of 32,000 tons.

coat was £204,000, 
Th© l>cnuty of a floating dock ta that 
lf a vessel la badly damaged the dock 
can go to th© ship lustful of the ship 
to th© dock.

They also protest against it on 
their roofs. 
The manager 
of 
the 
Aero Club of California believes the 
time has come for regearing traffic 
between earth and heaven. 
To define th** rights of bridoons and 
airships and to protect aerial naviga­ 
tion, property owners 
and 
citizens 
from possible dangers Is the purpose 
of a proposed ordinance which the 
club Is preparing for presentation to 
the City Council. 
It will probably be 
the first In tho world. 
The subject was brought to the at­ 
tention of the City Attorney yesterday 
afternoon and referred by him to As­ 
sistant Wilson. A conference was held 
between Wilson and the Aero Club 
management and it. was agreed that 
It Is not untimely to have such an 
ordinance framed and presented for 
passage.

Even now our in­ 
struments at Polytechnic are Inter­ 
fered with bv the wireless waves, but 
we do not intend to interfere with the 
march of progress, and I do not be­ 
lieve an effort will l>o made to Inter­ 
fere with ballooning, for aerial navi­ 
gation Is the lie n e e of the future, 
and we have to make provision for it. 
I believe* litigation would determine 
that the air is a public highway, for 
the UBC of the property owner so far 
i s he needs it. but no further" 
The Aero Club wants to make pro­ 
visions requiring all balloonists 
to 
have permits, either from the Aero 
Club or the city officials, as a pro­ 
tection against unskilled aeronauts;

Abashed at the prospect of so sad 
denly becoming a father with the or 
ango blossoms and rice omitted and 
knowing that the American govern 
ment had established no precedent of 
maintaining orphan asylums either at 
home or abroad, I hesitated a moment 
and replied: 
“Will the madame please be seated 
over there by the door and tell me 
why, being a Frenchwoman, she has 
become 
possessed 
of an 
American 
baby?" 
It never occurred to me to examtne 
th© little bundle of humanity. I had In 
previous times rather prided myself on 
my ability to distinguish th© nation 
ality of people, bod even boasted I 
could tell them by their shoes, but I 
had never tried my perceptive powers 
on Infant physiognomies. 
"VoilaI" sh© said. seating herself. 
I shall never forget that word voila. 
It was one of the first French words I 
ever learned. Ton know It meuns—ob. 
so many things when used exclama 
torUy, as It generally is. Usually, how 
ever, to tile beginner In the French 
language It conveys the meaning of 
"Her© It Is." That was about as far a* 
I bad progressed hi my French educa 
tion at that time In regard to the many 
varied meanings of votla, and I de 
termlned that lf It meant the baby tm*n 
it would retain Its geographical lorn 
Hon Indefinitely—that ts, In the wom­ 
an’s lap over by the door, or preferably 
outside. 
But her voila referred not 
so much to the tnfnnt as to the story 
of how it came to bo in her possession 
She talked volubly while I tried to as 
sume the defensive power of silence. 
But to a Frenchwoman—well, silence 
simply means what the Jockey gives 
the horse in the last heat—encourage­ 
ment 
From the verbal French cyclone she 
burled at me I gathered a few frag­ 
ments that enabled me to understand 
For three months she bad been em 
ployed as nurse by an American worn 
an who had paid her good wages. Four 
weeks previously, however, the mother 
had returned to New York, saying she 
was going over for only two or Hire** 
days on an urgent business matter and 
would return at once. Rh© had not wen 
or heard of ber since. Being a woman 
who had to work for her own living, 
the baby wns a burden on ber hands. 
8he could hardly support herself, much 
less provide for the infant and as the 
child was of American parentage she 
thought the representative of the Amer­ 
ican government ought to take care 
of It 
I suggested that I woald write to the 
city authorities in New York asking as 
to the genuineness of the address that 
the womau said the mother bad left 
with ber. 
“And what shall I do during all the 
time you are waking for nu answer— 
starve?" 
My answer finally was a twenty 
franc gold piece, with which she de­ 
parted. Buying she would try to take 
care of the baby until I could hear 
from the New York authorities. 
Now, the reasonable and the unrea­ 
sonable part of the story is that sine* 
ber departure, though the bud bas 
risen hundreds of times, she bas never 
returned. 
It had not risen more tbnu 
seven times, however, before I learned 
the reason 
It was Just one week later at an In 
formal dinner of the sixteen consuls 
who resided In the city that In the 
course of a conversation with my Ital­ 
ian colleague I told him the story of 
the woman and the baby. 
What do 
yon suppose he answered? 
"Well, well," he laaghed, "why. that 
same woman came to my office, only 
she had an Italian baby. And I thought 
I was fortunate to get rid of her for 
SO francs." 
1 
In the general conversation that fol 
, lowed I discovered that the woman 
bad visited every one of the alxteen 
consulates in the city, and* by her abil­ 
ity to change the baby's nationality 
rrom English to German and from 
Haitian to Japanese and all the other 
colors of the rainbow she had extract­ 
ed from the consular corp* of that par- 
lieu!ar French city th* sum of 775 
franca. 
This incident ta Just one of a series 
of similar experiences with frauds and 
fakers a consul bas to face In the per- 
renounce of 
bls 
duties.—Thornwell

.Smallest of Vertebrates. 
Hitherto the United States has 
had the distinction of possessing both 
the remains of the largest land ver­ 
tebrates ever known to have ex­ 
isted and giant dinosaurs of the West 
and the sm allest living vertebrates 
ofreither land or sea, certain cyprln- 
odont fishes of the Florida and South 
Carolina coasts. 
But the Uffited States Fish Com­ 
mission hag recently received from 
the Philippine Islands specimens of 
a new species of fish, belonging to I 
the goby family, which are smaller 
than any other vetrebrat© animals 
yet known.

The Ostrich iii Madagascar. 
Raising ostriches Is a growing in­ 
dustry in various parts of the world, 
so that there appears to be no dan­ 
ger of a famine In the ostrich plume 
market. 
In 1902 the ostrich was 
Introduced into the French colony 
of Madagascar, and during last win­ 
ter a public sale of plumes was held 
In order to awaken interest in the 
new industry. 
The feathers were of 
flue quality, and the huge birds are 
said to flourish well in their Island 
home.

a« certain to seek the earth's surface 
us an apple th a t falls from a tree 
When a farm er buy s a plow he pn y t 
the man who min ed tho metal, 
the 
wood man

tree, the 
m an ufacturer who assembled the raw 
m aterial an d shaped It in to an a r 
tlcle of usefuln ess, the railroad that 
tran sported It an d tho d ealer whc 
sold him the

We are, th ere­ 
fore, compelled to call upon all in ­ 
d ustries d epen d en t u;H>n the farm ers 
for subsisten ce to retren ch 
in their 
expen d itures an d to cut ofT all u n ­ 
n ecessary expen ses. 
This course is 
absolutely n ecessary in ord er to avoid 
a red uction in wages, an d we wan t, 
if possible, to retain th e presen t w ago 
scale paid railroad an d all other in ­ 
d ustrial employ es. 
W e will d evote this article to a 
d iscussion of un n ecessary expen ses 
an d w hether required by law or per­ 
mitted by th* m an agem en ts of the 
con cern s, Is wholly im m aterial. 
We 
w an t all waste labor an d extrava­ 
gan ce, of w hatever character, cut out. 
W e will men tion the full crew bill as 
Illustratin g the ch aracter of un n eces­ 
sary expen ses to which we refer. 


Un ion Opposes “ Full Crew ” Bill. 


The Texas F arm ers' Un ion regis­ 
tered Its opposition to this ch aracter 
of legislation at th e hist an n ual m eet­ 
in g held in Fort W orth, Tex., August 
4, 1914, by resolution , which we quote, 
as follows:

sim ilar legislation which requires un ­ 
n ecessary expen d itures. 
The sam e rule applies to all regu­ 
latory m easures which in crease the 
expen ses of in d ustry without givin g 
correspon d in g ben efits to the public. 
There is ofttim es a bod y of men as­ 
sembled 
at 
legislatures—an d 
they 
havo a right to bo there— who, in 
their zeal for ren d erin g their fellow* 
« ¡¡HociateR a service, sometimes favor 
an in crease in the expen ses of In ­ 
d ustry without d ue regard for the men 
who bow their backs to the sum m er’s 
aun to m eet the pay roll, but these 
com mittees, while makin g a record 
for themselv es, rub the skin " off tho 
should ers of the farmer by urgin g the 
legislature 
to 
lay 
an other 
burd en 
upon his heavy load sn d un d er the 
lash of “bo It en acted ” goad him on 
to pull an d surge at the traces of civil­ 
ization , n o m atter how be may sweat, 
foam an d gall at the task. 
When 
legislatures "cut a melon " for labor 
they han d the farm er a lemon . 
The farm ers of the Un ited States 
are n ot fin an cially ablo to carry "d * ;ul 
bead » ’’ on their pay rolls. 
Our own 
hired han d s aro n ot paid un less we 
have som ethin g for them to d o an d 
we are n ot willin g to carry tho hired 
help of d epen d en t In d ustrie» un less 
there is work for them. 
We m ust 
therefore In sist upou the most rigid 
econ omy . 


Legislative House-Clean in g Need ed . 


While tho w ar Is on an d there Is a 
lull in busin ess, we w an t all legi» la- 
t h e bo dies to take an In ven tory of 
the statute books an d wipe off all 
extravagan t an d useless laws.

house-clean in g is n eed ed an d econ o­

The farm er Is the paym aster of 
Industry and as such he must meet 
the nation’s payroll. 
When Industry 
pays its bill it m ust make a sight 
draft upon agriculture for the amount, 
which the farm er Is compelled to 
honor without protest. 
This check 
drawn upon agriculture may travel to 
and fro over the highways of com­ 
m erce; may build cities; girdle the 
globe with bands of steel; may search 
hidden 
treasures 
In 
tho earth 
oi 
traverse the skies, but in the end it 
will rest upon the soil. No dollai 
will rem ain suspended In midair; It ic 
as certain to seek the earth’s surface 
as un apple th at fulls from a treo. 
When a farm er buys a plow he pay* 
the man who mined the metal, the 
woodman who felled the tree, th* 
m anufacturer who assembled the raw 
m aterial aud shaped it into an ar 
tid e of usefulness, the railroad that 
transported It and the dealer who 
sold him the goods. 
He pays the 
wages of labor and capital employee 
in the transaction as well os pays 
for the tools, machinery, buildings, 
etc., used in the construction of the 
commodity and the same applies ic 
all articles of use and diet of him­ 
self and those engaged In the sub­ 
sidiary lines of Industry. 
There Is no payroll In civilization 
that does not r st upon the back 
of the farmer. 
He m ust pay the billa 
—all of them. 
The total value 
of tho nation’* 
annual agricultural products la around 
$12,000,000,000, and It is safe to estl* 
m ate th at 95 cents on every dollar 
goes to meeting the expenses of sub­ 
sidiary Industries. 
The farm er does 
not work more than thirty minutes 
per day for him self; the remaining 
th irteen hours of the day’* toll he 
devotes to meeting the payroll of the 
hired hands of agriculture, such as 
the m anufacturer, railroad, commer* 
elal and other servants. 


The Farm er’s Payroll and How Ho 
Meets It. 


The annual payroll of agriculture 
approxim ates $12,000,000,000 
a pot* 
tion of the am ount la shifted to for­ 
eign countries In exports, hut the 
total payroll of industries working for 
the farm er divides substantially as 
follows: 
Railroads, 
$1,2 52, OOO,OOO; 
m anufacturers, $4,365,000,000; mining, 
$655,000,000; 
banks, 
$200,000,000; 
m ercantile $3,500,00ot000, aud a heavy 
miscellaneous payroll const Mutes the 
rem ainder. 
It takes the corn crop, the most 
valuable In agriculture, which sold 
last year for $1,692,000,000, to pay off 
the employes of the railroads; the 
money derived from our annual sale# 
of livestock of approxim ately $2,000.- 
000,000, the yearly cotton crop, valued 
a t 
$120,000,000; 
the 
w heat 
crop, I 
which Is worth $610,000,000, and the I 
oat crop, th at is worth $140,000,000, 
are required to meet the annual pay- j 
roll 
of 
the 
m anufacturers. 
The 
money 
derived from the remaining 
staple crops is used In meeting tho 
payroll of the bankers, 
m erchants, 
etc. 
After these obligations are paid, 
th e fanner has only a few hunches of 
vegetables, some fruit and poultry 
which he can sell and call the pro­ 
ceeds his own. 
W hen the farm er pays off his help 
he has very little left and to meet 
these 
tremendous 
payrolls 
he has 
been forced to m ortgage homes, work 
women In the field and increase tho 
hours of his labor. 
We are, there­ 
fore, compelled to call upon all in­ 
dustries dependent upon the farm ers 
for subsistence to retrench In their 
expenditures and to cut off all un­ 
necessary expenses. 
This course is 
absolutely necessary In order to avoid 
a reduction in wages, and we want, 
lf possible, to retain the present wag© 
scale paid railroad and all other in­ 
dustrial employes. 
W e will devote this article to a 
discussion of unnecessary expenses 
and w hether required by law or per­ 
m itted by th# managem ents of the 
concerns, is wholly immaterial. 
We 
want all waste labor and extrava­ 
gance, of w hatever character, cut out. 
We will mention the full crew bill aa 
Illustrating the character of unnoces* 
tory expenses to which we refer. 


Union Opposes "Full Crew” Bill. 
The Texas Farmers* Union regis­ 
tered its opposition to this character 
of legislation at the kist annual meet­ 
ing held in Fort W orth, Tex., August 
I, 1914, by resolution, which we quote, 
os follows: 
“The m atter of prim e im portance 
to the farm ers of this state is an ade­ 
quate and efficient m arketing system ; 
and we recognize that such a system 
is impossible without adequate rail­ 
road facilities, embracing the greatest 


am oh al o7 service hit th e least pos- 
sibl" coat. 
We further recognize that 
the farm ers and producers in tho end 
pay approximately 95 per cent ot the 
expenses of operating the railroads, 
and it Is therefore to the interest of 
the producers that the expenses of 
th e common carriers be as small as 
Is possible, consistent with good ser­ 
vice and safety. We, therefore, call 
upon 
our 
law-makers, 
courts 
and 
juries to bear the foregoing tacts in 
mind when dealing with the common 
carriers of this state, and we do espe­ 
cially 
reaffirm 
the declarations of 
the la^t annual convention of our 
State Union, opposing the passage of 
the so-called ‘full-crew* bill 
before 
tho thirty-third legislature of T fxas.” 
The farm ers of Missouri in the last 
election, by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority, swept this law off the statute 
book of that state, and it should 
come off of all statute books where 
It appears and no legislature of this 
nation should pass such a law or 
sim ilar legislation which requires un­ 
necessary expenditures. 
The same rule applies to all regu­ 
latory m easures which increase the 
expenses of industry without giving 
corresponding benefits to the public. 
There is ofttim es a body of men as­ 
sembled 
at 
legislatures—and 
they 
have a right to be there—who, in 
their zeal for rendering their fellow- 
associates a service, nometimea favor 
an increase in the expenses of in­ 
dustry without due regard for the men 
who bow their backs to the summer s 
sun to meet the payroll, but these 
committees, while making a record 
for themselves, rub the skin off the 
shoulders of the fanner by urging the 
legislature 
to 
lay 
another 
burden 
upon his heavy load and under the 
lash of “be it enacted" goad him on 
to pull and surge at the traces of civil­ 
ization, no m atter how he may sweat, 
foam and gall at the task. 
When 
legislatures “cut a melon’’ for labor 
they hand the farm er a lemon. 
The farm ers of the United States 
are not financially able to carry “dead 
heads' on their payrolls. 
Our own 
hired hands are not paid unless we 
have som< thing for them to do and 
we are not willing to carry the hired 
help of dependent Industries unless 
there is work for them. 
We must 
therefore insist upon the moat rigid 
economy. 


Legislative House cleaning Needed. 


While the war Is on and there is a 
lull in business, we want all legisla­ 
te e bodies to take an Inventory of 
tin* statute books and wipe off all 
extravagant and useless iawg. A good 
house-cleaning is needed and econo­ 
mies can be Instituted here and there 
that will patch the clothes pf indigent 
children, rest tired mothers and lift 
mortgages fri rn 
despondent homes. 
I'nneeossary workmen taken off and 
useless expenses (hopped down All 
along tht? line va iii add to the prom­ 
pt rity of tho fanner and encourage 
him In his mighty effort to feed and 
clothe the world. 
lf any of these industries have sur­ 
plus employes we can use them on 
the 
farm. 
We 
have 
no 
regular 
schedule of wages, but we pay good 
farm hands on an average of $1.50 
per day of thirteen hours when they 
board them selves; work usually runs 
about nine months of the year and the 
three months dead time, they can do 
the chores for their board. 
If they 
prefer to farm on their own account, 
there are more than 14,000,000,000 
acres of idl** land on the earth's sur­ 
face awaiting the magic touch of the 
plow*. 
The compensation Is easily ob­ 
tainable from 
Federal Agricultural 
Department 
stat! tics. 
Tho 
total 
aver.)go annual sales of a farm in 
the continental United States am ounts 
to $510.00; the cost of operation is 
$340.00; leaving tho farm er SITU per 
annum to live on and educate hie 
faintly. 
There Is no occasion for the legis­ 
latures making a position for surplus 
employes of industry. Let them come 
“back to the soil” aud share with us 
the prosperity of the farm.

The social duty of the rural church 
«s as much a part of its obligations 
as its spiritual side, 
in expressing it* 
social 
interest, 
the 
modern 
rural 
church does not hesitate to claim that 
it lo expressing a true religious in­ 
stinct and the old-time idea that the 
social 
instincts 
should 
be 
starved 
while the spiritual nature was over­ 
fed with solid theological food, is fast 
giving way to a broader interpreta­ 
tion of the functions of true religion. 
We take our place in the succession 
of those who have sought to make the 
world a fit habitation for the children 
of man when we seek to study and 
understand the social duty of the 
rural church. 
The true christian re 
liglon Is essentially social—its tenets 
of faith being love and brotherhood 
and fellowship. 
While following after 
righteousness, the church m ust chal­ 
lenge and seek to reform that social 
order in which moral 
life Is ex­ 
pressed. 
W hile cherishing Ideals of 
service, the rural church which ~t- 
tains the fullest m easure of success 
is that which enriches as many lives 
as it can touch, and in no way can 
th e church come In as close contact 
with its members 
as 
through the 
avenue of social functions. 
The country town and the rural 
community need a social center. The 
church need offer no apology for its 
am bition to fill this need In the com­ 
munity, lf an 
understanding of its 
mission brings this purpose into clear 
consciousness 
The structure of a 
rural community is exceedingly com­ 
plex; It contains many social groups, 
cadi of which has its own center, but 
there are many localities which have 
but one church and although such 
a church cannot command the inter­ 
est of all the people, it is relieved 
from the em barrassm ent of religiously 
divided communities. 


Social Needs Imperative. 


The average country boy and girl 
have very little opportunity for real 
enjoym ent, and have, aa a rule, a 
vague conception of the meaning of 
pleasure and recreation. 
It la to fill 
this void in the lives of country youth 
that the rural church has risen to 
the necessity of providing entertain­ 
ment, as well as instruction, to its 
m embership among the young. 
The 
children 
and 
young 
people 
of the 
church should meet when religion is 
not even 
mentioned. 
It has 
been 
found safest for them to meet fre­ 
quently under the direction and care 
of the church To send them Into the 
world w ith no social training exposes 
them to grave perils and to try to 
keep them out of the world with no 
social privileges Is sheer folly. There 
is a social nature to both old and 
young, but the social requirem ents of 
tho young are imperative. The church 
must provide directly or Indirectly 
Borne modern equivalent for tho husk­ 
ing bee, the quilting bee and the sing­ 
ing schools of the old days. 
In one 
way or another the social Instincts 
of our young people m ust have oppor­ 
tunity 
for 
expression, 
which 
may 
take the form of clubs, parties, pic­ 
nics or other forms of am usem ent 
One thing is certain, and that is that 
the church cannot take away the 
dance, the card party and the theatre 
unless it can offer in its place a sat­ 
isfying substitute in the form of more 
pleasing recreation. 


Universal Instinct for Play. 


In 
providing 
for 
enjoym ent 
the 
church uses one of th© greatest meth­ 
ods by which human society has de­ 
veloped. 
Association Is never secure 
until it is pleasurable; in play the in­ 
stinctive aversion of one person for 
another is overcome and the social 
mood is fostered 
Play is the chief 
educational agency In rural commun­ 
ities and in the play-day of human 
childhood social sym pathy and social 
habits are evolved 
As individuals 
come together In social gatherings, 
their viewpoint is 
broadened, their 
ideals are lifted and finally they con­ 
stitute a cultured and refined society.

church which alms at a perfected so 
ciety must use In a refined and ex­ 
alted way the essential factors in 
social evolution and must avail itself 
of the universal 
instinct for 
play. 
If the church surrounds itself with 
social functions which appeal to the 
young among its membership, it will 
fill a large part of the lamentable 
gap In rural pleasures and will reap 
the richest reward by promoting a 
higher and better type of manhood 
and womanhood.

The growth and development of fa­ 
cilities for storage of all kinds in the 
United States, and in New York espe­ 
cially, during 
the 
last 
twenty-five 
years, has been marvelous. 
Few per­ 
sons outside the business realize its 
immensity. 
W hether it be the cold 
storage of perishable goods, the stor­ 
age of general m erchandise and house­ 
hold goods, or safe deposits, ivnaa all

Everything that has a name, almost, 
finds Its way Into the storage ware­ 
houses of New York; junk and juni­ 
per berries; lemons and lead; vase­ 
line and vehicles; wines and wire;
